Tills,  says  Mr.  Orlfith,  "is  Bunyan  s 
new  wine— new,  and  yet  as  old  as  the  paraMe.s 
of  Christ." 

The  Pilgrim's  Proecrps-s  shows  the  human  side 
of  John  Bunyan  as  lew.  If  any  other  works,  have 
ever  depicted  their  authors.  It  shows  for  one 
thing  that  his  heart  was  too  big  to  be  taken  up 
with  this  world  alone.  The  intensity  of  his  re- 
ligion lifts  him  beyond  all  sectarian  contmvt  rsy 
Tn  this  respect  Mr.  Griffith,  in  his  rennukable 
book,  says  that  "to  the  class  orthodoxy  of  the 
world  wHh  lU  brlUto,  narrow  dogmas  of  nega- 
tion  and  materialism,  he  mu.st  play  the  eternal 
heretic.

Such  a  repressed  and  unconscious  fear 
was  the  animating  emotion  of  one  of  the 
most  conspicuous  careers  of  the  last  cen- 
tury. The  deposed  Kaiser.  Wllhelm  IT,  suf- 
fered an  Injury  at  biith  flial  cave  Iniii  a 
paralyzed  and  withered  left  arm.  His 
parents  were  dlsappuinted  to  have  a  de- 
formed heir,  and  they  showed  It.  He  be- 
gan life  as  a  timid  and  discouraged  child, 
physically  inadequate  and  emotionally  un- 
stable. 

But  as  the  heir  to  the  imperial  throne, 
he  had  to  be  a  warrior.  lie  had  to  be  a 
worthy  descendant  of  Frederick  the 
Great  and  follow  In  the  martial  ff)ot.steps 
of  his  grandfather,  who  had  ridden  at  the 
head  of  his  troops  Into  Paris  at  the  end  of 
the  war  of  1870  He  had  to  be  a  conquer- 
ing hero  and  a  War  Lord.

without  shame.  The  war  hero,  who  con- 
sidered himself  a  coward,  allowed  his  In- 
stinctive tear  an  entry  to  a  corner  of  his 
mind  at  least,  and  It  helped  him  through 
Incredible  danpers  He  broke  down  later 
with  a  mistaken  sense  of  shame  and  guilt 
at  the  thought  of  his  cowardice,  when 
there  was  nothing  to  give  him  the  relief 
of  action.  The  bicycle  rider  In  the  circus 
"froze"  with  fear  becaiise  he  had  insisted 
on  feeling  fearless. 

The  KaLser  was  betraVed  Into  threaten- 
ing bravado  by  his  unconscious  timidity, 
and  he  aroused  a  whote  wdrld  against 
himself.

African  Women  Vibit  U.  S.

^-■^HE  recent  visit  ol  two  native  African 
I  women  to  the  United  States  is  evidence 
-k-     of  a  ui  'A.    movement   that   Is  slowly 

making   heudv^uy    in   tlie   Dark  Conlinent. 

Violet  Makanya,  a  Zulu,  and  Amdla  NJong- 

wana  who  cdme,  from  the  ncigbborbood  of 
Grahaiubtown,  ia  iSoulh  Africa,  are  both 
teachers  and  thebr  object  Is  to  study  educa- 
tional systems  in  the  hope  of  acquiring  new 
ideas  for  the  development  ol  African  women. 
They  iiave  tiecome  convinced  that  their 
country  cannot  go  forward  vbUe  at  least  one- 
half  the  population  renialas  Ignorant  and  un- 
trained. 

Ninety  per  cent  of  the  Zulus  are  said  still 

to  live  under  primitive  conditions.  Miss 
Makanya,  after  teachbig  in  the  Inanda  Semi- 
nary, has  left  the  organized  schools  because 
she  was  not  willing  to  devote  herself  only  to 

the  favored  ten  per  cent.  She  felt  that  she 
could  not  wait  on  the  slow  process  ol  educa- 
tkn  for  the  yeui«  gtarls;  and  that,  even  now, 
something  can  be  done  to  rase  the  many 
burdens  of  the  older  women.  Native  women 
and  children  know  little  about  the  simplest 
hygienic  precautlona;  while  the  youth  of  the 
count  n  d'ers  by  reason  of  the  temptations 
that  appear  when  primitive  and  civilized 
peoples  Uve  side  by  side. 

For  this  reason  Ml.ss  Mai^anva  uave  tip  her 
school  position  to  go  from  hut  to  hut.  toing- 
ing  to  the  women  the  easiest  sort  of  1iome 
study  eoursar  In  the  facts  of  daily  life  of 
wMcb  they  most  stand  in  need.  * 

f$^omen  and  the  Famity 

PON  tlie  shoulders  nf  the  AfMcan  WOncn 

rests  the  responsibility  for  the  prbnary 
needs  of  her  family.  While  her  husband 
shares  in  building  the  house,  the  care  of  it 

Is  hers  If  .<ihe  did  not  rultivale  the  soil  and 
tend  the  garden,  her  family  wuuld  not  iiave 
much  to  eat.  She  Is  oook,  nurse,  agrtsultnrist 

and  .seamstress  Her  ta.sk  i.s  difficult.  nOV 
tiiat  civuization  iws  disturbed  the  tradltlenal 
ways.  Some  natives  Insist  on  the  retention  of 
their  old  dress;  othem  demand  a  European 
costume.  Hence  the  native  seamstress  has  to 
meet  the  practical  problem  of  evcdving  a 
costume  that  will  be  suitable  both  to  the 
traditions  of  the  past  and  to  the  demands  of 
the  ctianging  present. 

When  the  drought  comes,  says  Miss  NJoag» 

\<i»na,  and  the  crops  fail,  the  native  mother 
iias  to  leave  twr  children  ai  home  and  hire 
herself  out  for  $3  and  13  a  muntb.  running 
the  risk  of  family  disorganisation  for  the  sa^ 
cl  keeping  the  ni«'iiit)erR  nltvr  Kaeli  advance 
in  civilization  apparently  means  at  present  a 
greater  burden  for  the  African  woman. 
Ntonogainy  ILsclf  greatly  incre.a-ses  her  respon- 
sibilities as  a  wife  and  deprives  iier  of  her 
fellow-worlters  tn  field  and  garden. 

I  N  some  tribes  education  of  liie  gUls  Is  still 
Opposed  In  one  place  en  the  ground  that 
women  alreadv  Icnow  trx)  murb  ronesTvatlvs 
parents,  particularly  fathers,  dread  the  dsval- 
cpment  of  a  younger  generation  with  idoas  of 
ItA  own  They  fear  lliat  education  will  make 
their  daught4?r:t  rebel  agalnxt  conditions  ac- 
cepted in  the  past — ttie  disposal  eC  girls  In 
marriage  for  a  price  arranged  In  SmIt  ebUd- 
hood.  thf>  rnnttnuaiirr  nf  polvgamv  the  lieavy 
burden  of  field  work,  tlie  lack  of  opportunity 
for  women's  aelf*devdopuMBt  and  taprsHisn.

Under  primitive  customs  the  girl  is  married  in 
early  adolsseence,  but  the  schools  are  often 

able  to  delay  marrlnRi'  two  years  or  more 
One  school  has  girls  ol  seventeen  and  eighteen 
Who  have  been  there  for  seven  or  eight  years. 

Mortality  Among  Children 

\  f  ANY  local  chiefs  appreciate  the  need  of 

cstablishlnK  schools  for  frtrls.  In  sonp 
cases  a  part  of  the  hut  taxes  is  reserved  for 
this  piuHDOse.  The  most  striking  reason  for 
educating  the  native  women  is  to  be  found  In 
the  liigh  death  rate  of  young  children.  In 
some  districts  for  one  ciUid  who  survives  tiie 
Ignorance  and  superstition  connected  with 
birth  and  early  rare  three  cblldrrii  die  Else- 
where the  ratio  is  lower,  but  still  appallingly 
high.  If  Africa  Is  to  take  Ito  place  with  the 
other  continents  of  tlie  eartli.  lnl)or  Is  of  the 
most  vital  importance;  and  it  is  realized  that 
the  raw  material  of  civilisation  must  not  be 
u'asted  in  hrsipwislhle  fashion. 

Women  nurses  are  Rreatly  needed,  especially 
lor  maternity  work  and  Uie  care  of  elck 
children.   Katlve  teachers  are  finding  more 

and  more  opportunity  to  carry  \o  olliers  the 
little  learning  they  iiave  received  from  while 
wUlionarles.  So  great  Is  the  need  of  teachers 
In  some  .sections  that  allllo.^(  any  girl  of  good 
character  who  can  read  and  write  Is  able  to 
obtain  a  position. 

African  schools  for  weuMn  are  seeking  to 

relate  their  teaching  to  the  .special  neods  of 

the  native  homes.  Miss  NJongwana  is  an  in- 
stmetor  In  the  Lovedale  SchocH,  which  teaches 

arts  and  Indu-strles  after  the  fashion  of  tbc 
Hampton  Institute  in  the  United  States.  She 
and  Miss  Makanya  are  making  a  npeciul 
Study  here  of  the  methods  of  the  Penn  School 
In  South  cnrouna,  which  Is  attended  by  SOO

Ihere  are  stores,  a  missionary's  house  and  a 
structure  of  brick  containing  a  large  school- 
room, classrooms  and  kitchen  lu  the  rentrr 
of  the  compound  is  the  i\suka.  a  c  ucular  gra-th 
roof  supported  on  poles.   Here  the  glds  dine 

In  wet  weather  and  bold  all  their  meetings 
In  the  dry  season  they  eat  outside,  sitting  or 
mats  around  the  common  pot.  Just  as  they 
would  do  in  their  n.iflve  villages.  An  older 
girl  is  In  cliarge  of  each  house,  with  eight 
younger  children,  for  whom  ibs  must  serve  as 
bouSt-mother. 

As  nsarly  as  po.s'.ibie  the  lue  ordi- 
nary villasi  Mfe.  drawing  water,  coilectmg  fire- 
wood mnd  preparing  their  own  food.  Bach 
girl  takes  her  turn  at  preparing  flour  and  each 
makes  her  own  garments.  For  three  hours  In 
the  morning  the  girls  study  and  recite  their 
elementary  lessons.  After  this  they  play.  sing, 
drill  and  dance.  They  rt.se  before  daani  The 
younger  children  go  to  bed  Just  after  Bunsol, 
the  elder  ones  are  adewed  to  slay  up  a  little 

longer.  TTiere  are  prayern  nt  sunrise  and  Stn- 
set.  Beveral  nights  each  month  there  is  danc- 
ing tn  the  moonlight.

^Ljg^yTQR  roads  coveced  wlih  tar  woukL  11 
was  feared,  kUl  the  trout  in  Kngllah 
streams,  as  the  rains  washed  the  tar  into  the 
streams  There  is.  of  course,  the  same  danger 
on  Vancouver  Island.  It  will  be  learned  with 
satisfaction  that  the  danger  Is  not  great,  for 
the  re.'-earch  station  of  the  Ministry  of  Agri- 
culture and  Fislierlcs  at  Alreslord  has  been 
investlgatUig  the  matter,  bad  this  Is  tha  eon- 
chusion  rctifhed 

Tlie  danger  i.s  from  poisonou.s  sulMtances 
bontahied  in  the  Ur,  poisons  absorbed  by 
fish  through  the  ciiis  .Tiid  nffecting  their 
brains.  HappUy,  it  lias  been  found  that  the 
full-grown  trout  can  usually  take  oara  of 
themselves  as  regards  this  new  danger.  When 
they  cannot  get  away  from  it  they  soon  lose 
their  equilibrium,  turn  ovar  on  their  backs, 
and  die.  But  usually  they  can  get  aWay  from 
it  Its  first  effect  on  them  is  to  cause  a  vio- 
lent excitement,  which  legds  them  to  swim  at 
once  Into  deanar  water,  where  they  qulddy 
recover. 

But  what  of  the  very  young  I  rout?  What, 
above  all,  of  the  eggs,  which  cannot  move  at 
all?  Cnrcful  experiment  shows  that  the  polSOU 
lias  practically  no  elect  on  tliem. 

This  does  not  say  that  every  effort  siiould 

not   be  made  to  prevent   trout  ^traaOM 
being  defiled  by  tar  or  anything  else.

Discovery  of  Source  of  Nile

J^HN  Hanning  Rpeke,  the  dl.seoverer  of 
the  source  of  the  River  Nile,  was  only 
thirty-seven  years  of  age  at  the  ttane  of 
Ms  tragic  death,  and  his  remarkable  c  areer 
as  an  explorer  only  covered  a  part  of  tiie  last 
ten  years  of  hie  life. 

At  the  age  of  seventeen  he  went  out  to 
India  to  take  up  hl.s  duties  as  an  officer  m 
the  army  of  thc  East  India  Company,  and  it  was 
during  his  furloughs,  which  he  spent  in  travel- 
ling through  unknown  sections* of  ttie  Hima- 
IhVRS  and  Tibet,  that  he  deeidefl  to  devote  his 
life  to  African  exploration  liumcdiately  his 
ten  years  of  bnutery  ssrvlee  oaae  to  an  end. 

He  left  the  army  ta  1S54  and  at  once 

Joined  Sir  Richard  Burton  on  n  trip  through 
Somaiiland.  wlilch  finished  abruptly  owing 
to  the  hoetile  attitude  of  the  natives,  and 

Spcke,  who  was  badl-  m;,  l..'  v.n-.  ...mpelled 
to  return  to  fengland,  wiiere  he  volunteered 
for  service  ta  the  Ortmean  campaign.  At  the 
conclusion  of  the  war  ho  accepted  Burton's 
invitation  to  join  him  in  an  expedition  to  seek 
the  great  lakes  which  wen  believed  to  exist 
lu  Seat  Oential  Afrtea.  After  eaplartiw  Lake 
Tanganyika  Burtcn  wa.s  stricken  do\^  n  wMk  a 
fever,  and  Speke  proceeded  alone  to  Had  a 
great  Wand  eea  to  the  north.

One  should  not 
forget  that  the  North  border,  particularly  dur- 
ing the  heat  of  Summer,  is  a  very  useful  part 
of  the  garden. 

It  is  an  excellent  thing  to  plant  some  Spring 

flowering  bulb.s  in  such  a  position  becau.se  tliev 
Will  come  into  flower  later  tluin  those  which 
are  planted  In  the  sunny  places,  thus  extend- 
ing the  period  of  bloom  for  the.v-  favorite 
flowers.  By  planting  late  daffodils  with  Dar- 
win tulips  on  a  Ncfth  border  they  will  oome 
into  flower  together,  goaklng  a  wondertid

Some  of  the  Spiraeas,  like  Ar uncus  (the 
goat's  beard)  and  japonlca  and  moat  of  Its

A  OnfSAT  garden  hdbby  is  that  of  making 

a  collection  of  the  various  .species  of  a 
particular  genus  of  plants.  For  this  purpose 
the  dianthus  or  pinks  are  very  suitable.  The 
well  known  white.  Mrs.  Slnklns,  can  easily  be 
obtained.  Then  there  are  the  old-fashioned 
dianthus  plumarius,  which  grow  to  such  per- 
fection in  cottage  gardens  in  the  Old  Country, 
and  the  pr-rpefual  flowering  pinks  whirh  are 
the  parents  of  the  famous  AUwoodi  type. 
Th«A  are  also  the  biennial  Indian  pinks  which 
make  snrh  a  brave  sliow  In  the  Stmimer.  All 
thes%  are  good  and  worthy  of  a  place  In  every 
garden,  but  it  Is  of  the  Uttle  rocky  pbika  that 
are  surh  charmini:  subjects  for  the  wall  or 
rock  bank  that  I  would  like  to  say  a  word  or 
two.  "nie  Cheddar  pink  <dlanthua  eaeelus), 
which  grows  wild  among  the  crags  of  the 
Cheddar  gorge,  in  Somersetshire  (where  the 
cheese  comes  from),  forms  a  beautiful  cush- 
ion of  grey  foltaKf.  from  which  ri.se  rosy  fra- 
grant flowers  in  the  Spring.  It  loves  a  soil 
with  plenty  of  lime  and  grit  and  is  best  of  all 
in  a  dry  walL

'~V  HE   Alpine   pink    (dianthus  aliens)  is 
characterized  by  its  dark  green  shining 
leaves,  from  which  the  solitary    deep  rose 
flowers  project  but  a  few  tnchea.   They  are 

flecked  wltli  crimson,  and  are  n»  time*?  pro- 
duced in  such  profusion  ah  to  entirely  hide 
the  leavea. 

The  glacier  pink  (dlanthu.s  neglectus*  with 
narrow,  grass-like  leaves  and  cherry  red  flow- 
ers, is  a  very  charming  little  plant  and  more- 
over, a  good  perennial  not  given  to  going  out 
of  business  for  no  reason  at  all.  as  so  many 
of  the  small  pinks  are  apt  to  do. 

There  are  aeveral  other  dwarf  mountain 
pinks  which  are  well  wrrth  growinc  hu!  the 
above  arc  an  exoellent  selection  lor  a  begin- 
ning.

POTATOBB— If  you  abready  know  whkAi 

potatoes  are  ii'  .  i  d  to  your  jiarticular 
soil  so  much  tlu-  better,  but  if  you  do  not 
know  what  your  ground  will  do,  gat  In  touch 
with  the  Experimental  Btatlcn,  and  you  will 
find  out  whether  your  soil  needs  lime  to 
sweeten  it,  and  what  special  fertilizer  should 
be  ueed  for  the  different  crops. 

Profes.s(  1  "':  ai::iit  ( onducted  some  experi- 
ments and  tests  not  long  ago  to  determine 
which  potatoes  were  most  suitable  to  dif- 
ferent types  of  soil.  He  chose  five  of  the  most 
popular  varieties  of  potatoes,  viz:  Sir  Walter 
Raleigh.  Burbank,  Up-to-Date,  Wee  Mc- 
Gregor and  Barly  Surprise,  He  next  selected 
five  of  the  leading  farmers  In  five  different 
districts  on  Vancouver  Island,  and  the  tests 
undertaken  were  to  determine  which  potatoes 
were  stilt. ible  to  each  di.strlct.  and  which 
cultural  method  returned  best  results. 

It  was  found  that  Early  Surprise  will  do 
well  in  sevnal  varieties  of  solL  Sir  Walter 
Uelelgh  appears  to  like  a  dry  or  heavy  soli, 
and  gives  poor  results  in  black  loam  or  rich 
SOU.  The  best  potato  to  put  In  this  latter 
t-.p-  of  soil  are  Up-to-Date  and  Burbank 
which  two  varieties  do  not  yield  well  in  heavy 
clay  soil.  The  Wee  McGregor  was  not  suc- 
ce.s.sful  and  is  not  recommended. 

CULTURAL  METHOD— Whole  Potato  or 
Cut  Seed-  I'he  result  obtained  here  was 
that  a4iote  tubers  gave  poorest  results,  wl^ 
plenty  of  potatoes  but  very  small,  the  cut 
seed  being  found  best  il  planted  as  soon  as 
cut.  and  solphurad.  Cut  seed  allowed  to  dry 
doe.'^  not  give  such  good  result:  And  In  each 
case  a  better  result  was  obtained  when  the 
ground  was  fertlllaed.

seed  is  unsuitable  for  table  use  ai  the  end  of 
the  season,  having  had  too  long  growth  and  is 
large  and  cciarse  or  woody. 

ONIONS  -It  is  found  that  onion  .seed  sown 
in  frames  in  the  bcginnlns  of  March  and 
transplanted  at  the  beginning  of  April,  gives 
n  much  bett^nr  yield  than  that  sown  la  the 
cpcn  ill  April. 

BBAN8 — Experiments  carried  out  over  a

The  appetites  of  the 
hens  may  be  taken  aa  a  fair  Indication  of  their 
van's,  although  it  Is  not  alwiya  reliable,  from 
the  tact  that  some  hens,  more  particularly  in 
confinement,  will  eat  themselves  to  death  and 
enjoy  the  proces.s  The  hens  should  alwa\s  be 
eager  for  their  food,  but  their  appetites  should 
never  be  fully  satisfied.  If  any  food  is  left, 
leas  must  be  given  next  time.  Soft  food  left 
In  the  troughs  not  cnlv  Indicates  bad  feednig 
and  over-feeding,  but  waste.  It  also  attracts 
vermin  in  the  form  of  rats,  mice  and  spar- 
rows Hens  that  have  gorged  themselves  to 
repletion  will  huddle  about  In  corners  or  return 
to  th^r  perches,  and  such  hem  will  never 

lay  satisfactorily.  Over-feeding,  "as  T  have  re- 
marked before,  is  at  the  bottom  of  the  majority 
of  the  complaints  that  one  receives  from  peo- 
ple who  cannot  get  their  hens  to  lay  in  Win- 
ter. It  is  also  the  cause  of  tmtold  numbers 
of  diseases.  Indiscriminate  feeding.  La.,  the 
feeding  of  all  stock,  irre.-pectl\c  of  their  re- 
quirements, on  the  same  kind  of  food.  Is  a  mis- 
take. When  this  is  done  there  must  be  waste

Strain,  ISot  Breeds  If  Wanted 

1 T  is  strain,  not  breed,  that  teOa  oa  aa  egg 

*  farm.  There  may  be  any  number  of 
ttrains,  or  families,  of  a  given  breed,  all  dif- 
fering in  their  productlveaees.  For  lastsinee. 
"A"  breeds  Orpingtons  for  show  jjurposes  and 
ignores  laying  qualities.  "B"  keeps  the  same 
breed  but  selects  for  laying  only,  ignorlag  the 
requirements  of  the  show  standard  Here  we 
have  two  strains  of  one  breed  differing  enor- 
mously from  one  another  In  their  laying  ca- 
pacities, which  shows  the  fallacy  of  compai 
ing  breed  against  breed  in  a  question  of  laying. 

It  is  true,  as  I  have  already  pointed  out. 
that  certain  tjrpes  of  fowls  are  more  productive 
tlum  other  types.  An  average  Ancona,  for  in- 
stance, will  lay  more  eggs  In  twelve  months 
than  an  average  Dorking.  The  choice  of  breed, 
therefore,  is  a  consideration,  although  strain 
stands  first  in  Importance.  Under  most  cir- 
cUButances,  pure  breeds  will  pay  better  than 

crosses  1  hey  do  not  cost  any  more  to  keep 
than  Uic  latter.  Settings  of  eggs  may  bo 
BtAA  from  them  at  very  much  above  the  price 
(>f  table  eggs,  and  the  surplus  cockerels  can 
usually  be  .sold  for  stock  purposes  at  prices 
according  to  the  quality  and  produetlvenees 
(  I  the  parents. 

Among  the  most  popular  breeds  of  tlie  pres- 
ent day  whM)  are  altters,  laying  brewn  eggs, 
II  .IV  be  mentioned  the  \v  .  •  •  <  xp's-r 
toitji.  Plymouth  Rocks  and  l-a.croUcs,  and  ol 
the  non-sitters,  the  Anemia,  Black  Leghorn, 
Minorca,  Andalusian  and  Houdan.  Provided 
the  strain  is  right,  any  one  of  these  would 
be  suitable  as  layers  under  most  circiunstances. 
The  non-sitters  are  the  best  foragers  and  are 
hardy,  with  the  exception  of  .lome  .strains  of 
Minorcas,  which  do  better  wltli  plenty  of 
diattet  in  winter. 

SniBonahle  Tipg 

IKMBKR  that  for  the  first  few  days 
after  the  chick  is  hatched  it  needs 
warmth  more  than  anything  el.se.  After  forty- 
eight  hours  it  will  be  ready  for  its  first  food. 

Now  that  the  days  are  getting  Itmger,  do 
not  feed  so  early  in  the  afternoon,  and  this 
meal  should  get  later  each  week.  If  you  have 
dry  .shelter  where  there  Is  .some  loose  Utter 
for  scratching  amongst,  the  com  can  be 
thrown  in  this,  and  should  be  early  enough  for 
I  he  birds  to  get  some  eagCtlBg  gOi  lllMk'ltf  all 
before  the  night  falls. 

Boilejl  wheat  Is  v«ry  useful  for  both  Old 
fowl.s  and  chickens  as  a  change  of  diet.  When 
boiling  wheat,  it  should  not  be  carried  bSMnd 
the  bursttoig  point,  or  It  wlB  form  Into  b^lQr 
mass  when  cold.  The  boiling  should  be  stopped 
When  tile  grain  Is  just  on  the  point  of 
bursting,  and  if  potired  oot  lnta  a  glffatair. 
drawing  off  the  surplus  liquid,  the  grain  wlB 
remain  whole  and  can  be  fed  without  UB« 
pleasantness.

The  best  Way  tu  succeed  with  market  poul- 
try bl  to  have  seme  good  QuaUty  ef  ataadard 
bred  fowl;:- -raising  a.s  many  of  these  as  ywu 
cpa  each  year.  Sell  all  but  a  few  of  tlte  best 
ones  for  market  poidtry  aad  keep  the  fine 

one;,  for  exhibition  and  the  ef^gs  for  hatching. 

A  Singing  h«n  Is  always  a  busy  hen,  and 
have  you  ever  noticed  that  It  la  tke  basjr  heas 
that  bring  you  In  the  eggs. 

Sometimes  tiie  speckled  hen  will  lay  the 
beat  of  any  in  the  yard,  but  do  not  ccndude 
that  that  always  ought  to  be  true.  Breed  doee 
tell  in  bene  as  well  as  in  anything  else. 

Charcoal  ehould  be  fed  to  chlckena  of  all 
ages  as  a  preventive  of  bawet  troubles.  It  to 
wtth  the  grit  and  WlMg*  the 
laaot  waste  it. 
Aa  oeeaelonal  feed  ef  fresh  beef  seiape  II 
fed  'parinrlv  H  very  useful  for  young  ehlekeas 
that  have  free  range.
